city. And let each man think for himsell 
how little is known of any county in tbi 
state that has no large city, and how mucl 
more familiar to him are the names of citie:- 
than counties. Xo doubt there are man) 
readers who can not name the counties ii. 
which are the cities of I'eoria, Quincy. 
Galesburg, Jacksonville and Belleville, ano 
yet they are aware that in and around th^si 
cities are to be found the opportunities foi 
the investment of capital. 


If any of our readers will give this mattei

The spirit never rises to the dignitj 
of jealousy. Bad feeling comes up and out 
party complains at the strides the other i- 
making. Ilow it arises is hard to under 
stand, for nothing is more certain than tha' 
every interest requires that in the place ol 
ugl/ envy there .should be friendly and 
helpful emu! tion.
